The Gams Law.

The HERALD has printed the new game
laws in & former issue, but at the request
of several parties its provisions are here
reproduced. The fllowing is the full text
of the law covering the points named :

“That it shall be anlawfol at any period
or season of the year to kiil, entrap, or pur-
e with intent to kill or antrap any elk,
deer, fawn, wild tarkey, pheasant, grouse,
quail, partridge or woodeock in aoy part
of this Commonwealth for the puarpose
of selling the same. And it shall be un-
lawful for the proprietor, manager, clerk
or agent of any warket or firm or other
person, firm or corporation, to purchase,
s¢ll or expose for sale, any elk, deer,
fawn, wild tarkey, pheasant, grouse,
qaail, partridge or woodeock killed or
entrapped within this Commonwenlth,
TEat it shall be uanlawfal for the proprie-
tor, manager, ~lerk or agent of any mar-
ket or any otlier person, firm or corpora-
tion to purchase for the purpose of aguin
selling the same any elk, deer, fawn, wild
tarkey, plkensant, grouse, quail, part-
ridge or woodeock killed or entrupped
within this Commonweaith. Whoever
shall offend against any of the provisions
of this section shall be liable to a penalty
of 100 for every elk, deer, or fawn 50 ta-
ken, purchased or sold, and 5 for every
wild turkey, pheasant, grouse, quail, par-
tridge or woodeock so taken, purchased
or sold, or o Imprisoament in the county
jail for a peried of one day for each dol-
lar of penslty imposed.™

Another aeetion provides that no gams
shall be shipped out of the State, and im-
poses penalties on all railroads or other
carriers for viclation of the law,

Resisted Arrest.

William Hochstatlor, well knowa in
Middlecreek and Upper Turkeyfool
townships, who was sent 1o the peniten-
tinry by the court of Fayeite county in
June, 158, to serve s sentence of eigh-
teen mouths for boating his wifo, was re-
leased from that institution on Tharsday.
U. S. Marshal Campbell met him at the
door of the prison snd rearrested him on
a charge of making eounterfeit money.

But the official had a bigger job on
hand than be had anticipated. Hoch.
stetlor did nol seem surprised on learn-
ing that he was again to be taken into
custody, but when he learned he must
wear handeuffs he strennocusly ohjected
and foaght against the manacles with all
his might. Finally, on being told that
he was only exciting prejudics agaiost
him, he submitted to the handeafls, but
new trouble arose when he was asked o
go swlong to the street car. He wouldn't
do it, and lay down on the pavement
every few feet, virtually carryiog out his
threat that the officers would have to
earry him,

Though less than forty years of age
Hochstetler is said o look fully sixty,
and when at last, after much dragging,
woaxing. and threatening, he was gotten
into the U. 8, Court-room. he sank intos
lethargy from which it was ditfieult to
arvase him sufficiently to koow what
was going on,. The general belief among
those who saw him is that he is dement-
ed or else shamming admimbly. He
eriedl fo the courtroom and talked ina
rambling manner when asked about the
crime with which he is charged. A true
bill having previously beea found against
him, he was committed w Jail to await
trial.

The Government officers say they have
sufficient svidence against the sccused o
assure his conviction, In his bhouse at
the time, which was in Faystte County,
near the Somersot line, was found a com-
plete outfit for the manufaciure of conn-
terfeit coin of all denominations. It was
a most improved outfit and was designed
for stamping out the coins instesd of
mouldiog them, as pursued by the old
methods of connterfeiting. There were
about & dozan witnesses who testified
against Hochstetler. principal among
whom was his own cousin-Wesley Hoeh

stetler—who bad been paid $ 50 io the
coanterfeil coln for 8 joad of potatoes he
had =old 1o Hochstetler,

When the mss against Hochstotlor was
called for trinl atlorneys for the defend-
ant asked for a continunanceon Lhe ground
that they were unable o proceed, owing
to the alsence of important withesses for
the defense. Hochstetler wus remanded
Lo Juil.
